Justice Wm. J. Gaynor, Demo- 
cratic Nominee, Disclaims Re- 
sponsibility for Nomination 
of Alleged Unfit Candidates 
on, Democratic County and 
Borough Tickets. 


New York, October 8.—After two 
days of silence, William Randolph 
Hearst announced to crowds of weatt- 
ing constituents at an early hour this 
morning that he would accept an in- 
dependence nomination fo rmayor of 
New York, provided that his associates 
upon the city and county tickets be sub- 
stantially republican-fusion nominees, 
@s already selected. His statement, 
outlining the condition upon which he 
will accept, is in part as follows: 

Cenditions of Mr. Hearst. 

“Whether I am a candidate or not, L 
will support the rest of the fusion 
ticket nominated in opposition to Tam- 
many Hall. When the Independence 
League committee withdrew from the 
fusion conference, it declared that it 
still stood ready ‘to support a frank 
and honest expression of progressive 
principles and candidates irrespective 
of party.’ This is your opportunity to 
substantiate that declaration. Nom- 
inate me if you so desire, with the 
Zreater part of that fusion ticket be- 
hind me, and I will run. 

“The candidates nominated on the 
fusion ticket are worthy of support. 
The ticke. is already in the field. If we 
nominate another ticket, both tickets 
may be defeated. If we nominate the 
fusion ticket. Tan Yalildl-bediatent- 
ed. And tf Tammany is defeated, the 
citizens will win.” 

Mr. Héarst goes on to say that he 
thinks his chances for election would 
be better on a straight independence 
ticket, but that he was not consider- 
ing his personal chances alone, but 
rather of the city-at-large. 

He Disclaims Responsibility. 

Supreme Court Justice William J. 
Gaynor, the democratic ‘¢nayoralty 
nominee, issued an interview, in which 
he disclaimed responsibility for the 
nomination of allegwed unfit candidates 
on the democratic county and borough 
tickets; Charles F. Murphey, leader of 
Tammany Hall, accused the republicans 
of urging Hearst to enter the field in 
order to detract from the democratic 
vote; Herbert Persons, the republican 
county chairman, repeated his former 
Charges that Tammany was planning 
wholesale frauds, and offered rewards 
aggregating $17,500 for the detection 
of repeaters. 

It became a certainty today that the 
mayoralty contest would become a 
three-sided one, even if Hearst should 
refuse to run. As roof of this, a group 
of independents filed notice with the 
board of elections that their organiza- 
tion will be known as the “Civic Al- 
liance.”” With the adaption of this new 
name, it is believed that the old In- 
dependence League, under whose ban- 
ner Hearst conducted his former fights.

The woman was Miss Maude Malone, 
president of the Harlem Woman's Suf- 
rage Union. She was forced to call a 
second time, “What. about votes for 
women?” before Mr. Bannard replied: 

He said that he had answered the 
question, and that it would appear in 
an interview in a morning, paper on 
Sunday. Other than this, he declined 
to commit himself. But Miss Malone 
was insistent, and there were repeated 
calls to “Put her out.” Amid growing 
cohfusion, Mr. Bannard finished his ad- 
dress, leaving the suffragette'’s ques- 
tion unanswered. 


Does Not Doubt Cook. 


Copenhagen, October 8.—Captain De 
Gerlache, who commanded the Duke of 
Orleans, yacht Belgica in the Ant- 
arctic expedition of 1907, has arrived 
here. He says that he does not doubt 
one word of Dr. Cook's statement that 
be reached the North Pole, and de- 
clares he cannot understand how any- 
one who knows Cook can doubt his 
story. He is absolutely confident that 
the American explorer, with the instru- 
ments he carried, would be able to de- 
termine within one sixtieth of a degree 
where the Pole was located. Cap- 
tain Gerlache also is sure that Com- 
mander Peary reached the Pole.

RATE INCRI 
ON CA. RAILROAD 


Commission Unanimous 
in Its Vote. 


After November 1 Passenger 
Fares Will Be at Rate of 2 1-2 
Cents---Leading Decision Was 
Written by Mr. Candler---De- 
cisions by Hillyer and Hill. 


The Georgia railroad will, beginning 
November 1 next, charge 2% cents per 
mile for transportation of passengers 
over its line instead of the 2%-cent 


rate, heretofore charged. 

Authority for this increase was 
Kranted by the railroad commission of 
Georgia by a unanimous vote on yes- 
terday. Formal order signed by Chair- 
man H. W. Hill and Secretary Camp- 
bell Wallace was issued just before 
adjournment, after an executive ses- 
sion occupying all the afternoon. 

The principal decision was rendered 
by Commissioner C. Murphy Candier. 
Supplemental decisions were written 
by Chairman Warner Hill and Com- 
missioner George Hillyer. No decisions 
were written by Commissioners Ste- 
vens and Gray, but they concurred. 


The Georgia railroad has made sev-: 


eral attempts to have the railroad com- 
mission grant it authority to charge 
a 2%-cent rate, but has heretofore 
been unsuccessful. In its petition it 
sets forth that arate of 2% cents was 
unreasonably low and not fairly com- 
pensatory: that the Central of Geor- 
gia, Atlantic Coast Line and other roads 
serving the same territory were al- 
lowed to charge the higher rate. 


Commissioner Candler’s Views. 


Mr. Candler in his decision dismisses 
the claim of discrimination growing 
out of the lower rate which the Geor- 
gia railroad is now permitted to 
charge, as compared with other roads 
in that territory. He holds the argu- 
ment untenable and sets forth that the 
commission fixes rates on “each road” 
in the state. He shows that different 
freight tariffs are charged and no claim 
of discrimiation is made on that ac- 
count. 

He admits that the rate of 2% cents 
has not been fairly discriminatory, and 
charges it to the recent financial de- 
pression. He estimates the value of 
the property at $11,000,000, and gives 
the following figures, showing its 
earnings: 

“Prior to September 1, 1907, the Geor- 
gia railroad was allowed to charge e 
maximum passenger rate of 3 cents 
per mile. On that date the maximum 
was reduced 25 per cent, to 2% cents. 
This 2%-cent rent has now been in 
effect two vears. 

“The net operative earnings of the 
road: 

“For twelve months ending August 
31, 1906, were $763,316.84. 

“For twelve months ending August 
$1. 1907, were $435,583.57. 

For twelve months ending Avr~ust 31, 
1908, were $456,158.94. 

“For twelve months ending August 
31, 1909, were $569,300.29. 

“An analysis of these earnings show 
that the gradual recovery of the past 
two years has been entirely in freight 
earnings and in the reduction of oper- 
ating expenses generally. 

“Its gross revenues from passenger 
fares: 

“For twelve months wath August 
31, 1906, were $732,717.95. 

“For twelve months ending August 
31, 1907. were $77.,500.23. 

“For twelve months ending August 
31, 1908, were $749,721.10. 

“For twelve months ending August 
31, 1909, were $714,315.55.” 

He finds there has been extravagance 
in the management of the road, but de- 
clares that heavier rails are being laid 
all along the line, the roadbed ballast- 
ed with stone and the equipment gen- 
erally being brought up to date. He 
says: 

“There is need of better equipment 
and improved service on many of the 
railroads in this state, and so long as 
earnings are devoted to these pur- 
poses rather than to dividends on wa- 
tered stock and bond issues, the com- 
mission should, in my opinion, in the 
interest of good and abundant service 
to the public. lend encouragement to 
such a policy.” 

Opinion eof Chairman Hill. 


In his concurring opinion, Chairman 
Hill raviews the effect of the financial 
depression which began in October, 
1907. He said: 

“If similar conditions prevailed now 
as in June, 1907, I think the present 
rate, together with the other revenue 


of the road, would yield sufficient in-, 


come to be remunerative, and in that 
event I should vote against the in- 
crease. But as conditions on the Geor- 
gia road are dissimilar to what they 
were in June, 1907, and the rate on 
this road has not proved what was 
hoped for it. the duty seems impera- 
tive to grant the request of complain- 
ant. 

“The net income of the Geergia rail- 
road for the years ending June:30, 1906 
to June 30, 1909. both inclusive, is as 
follows: 

“June 30, 1906, the

“On the basis, therefore, of a rea- 
sonable valuation of said railroad ar- 
rived at in the best manner obtainable 
under the circumstances, the new pas- 
senger rate of 2% cents per mile, to- 
gether with the present freight rates 
and other income, will probably yield 
the Georgia railroad not exceeding 5 
per cent on its present value. This 
cannot be considered an unreasonable 
dividend. It will be borne In mind that 
the matter of rent is not taken. into 
account, as that is not an operating

Judge Hillyer'’s Opinion. 

Judge Hillyer made the following 
statement in assenting to the decision 
rendered by Commissioner Candler: 

“The panic and disturbed business 
conditions incident thereto have now 
so far receded into the past as that 
the present case may be judged from 
the standpoint of normal times, and, 
considering all the facts and figures, 
there is no resisting the conclusion 
that the increase in the rate asked 
ought to be granted. I, therefore, give 
my vote in favor of the motion.”

College Park, Md., October 8.—The 
first time in American history an aero- 
plane owned by the United Stats gov- 
ernment rose in the air here today, 
circled over the farms that nestle in 
the valley and sailed back obediently 
to its starting point to rise again. 

With almost ideal-conditions, few 
spectators and scarcely any breeze, 
Wilbur Wright began the flights t® 
teach the officers of the signal corps 
how to handle the new machine of 
war he had made for them. Off the 
starting rail at 3:35 o’clock, he cir- 
cled the field for three minutes. 

Again at 4:09 o’clock Mr. Wright 
was off for another flight. This time 
he was in the air five minutes. At 
4:51 o’clock he soared away to return 
after about five minutes. Each time 
he had kept to the reservation grounds. 
Then Lieutenant Lahm took his place 
in the extra seat. Twice before he 
had ridden with Orville Wright 

At 5:15 o’clock the American in- 
ventor and the American soldier went 
fiving off in the air. Up they rose, 
probably to a height of 150 feet. In- 
stead of limiting thelr course to cir- 
cles over the government reservation, 
they went a mile and a half toward 
Washington in hardly more than ag 
many minutes. In a few seconds more 
than five minutes after they had left, 
the aviators landed within 20 feet of 
the starting rail.

The 
great majority of the spectators were 
Pittsburg supporters, but a large dele« 
gation of Detroit enthu-iasts made a 
creditable showing with plenty of noise 
in the early innings.

Manager Fred Clarke and Tommy 
Leach were the stars of the Pittsburg 
aggregation. It was Clarke who broke 
the apparently impregnable wall of 
Mullin’s wonderful pitching with a 
smashing home run into the right- 
field bleachers in the fourth inning and 
tied the score. This smash appeared 
t> take all heart out of the Detroit 
team, and scoring was comparatively 
easy for Pittsburg after that.

MEETING IS “HELD 


BY MILL OWNER 


Will Urge 
| Curtailing Agreeiment. 


Signing of 


Disparity Between Price of Sta- 
ple and Cotton Goods, They 
Say, Precludes the Successful 
Operation of Mills. 


mee 


Charlotte, N. C., October 8.—That the 
present disparity between the price of 
cotton and cotton goods precludes the 
possibility of the successful operation 


of southern mills is the unanimous 
opinion of the board of ‘governors of 
the American Cotton Manufacturers 
Association, which was in session here 
mearly all day. 

Resolutions were adopted by the 
board setting forth this fact and ap- 
pointing a committee to five to formu- 
late a curtailment agreement which 
every mill in the south will be urged to 
sign. The following prominent manu- 
facturers were named as the commit- 
tee: L. W. Parker, Greenville, S. C.:

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THE LAW’S DELAY EXEMPLIFIED. 


Concurrently with President Taft's strictures upon the federal courts 
for the delay in the administration of justice for which they are so often 
responsible, there are before the country two remarkable cases in which 
the conditions criticised are well exemplified. 

Charles W. Morse, New York’s “ice king,” is in Wall street back at his 
old game of making millions, of which, according to rcport, he has gathered 
several in the eleven months which have elapsed since he was sentenced 
by Judge Hough to a term of fifteen years in the United States penitentiary 
near Atlanta for the misuse of funds belonging to others. 

The cireuit court of appeals has not yet passed on his appeal from the 
action of the lower court, nor is any intimation given as to when it will. 
In the meantime, Morse is playing the financial game for all it is worth 
and is well equipped to stand off justice to the full limit of legal tech- 
nicality. 

When the court of appeals has finally decided his case, which it may 
do some time next year, there still remains the supreme court of the United 
States and another long delay, depending largely upon the arguments the 
attorneys put up to secure postponement. 

The other case, very similar in many respects, is that of John R. Walsh, 
of Chicago, known among his associates ‘as “the man of iron,” convicted 
of borrowing the funds of depositors on worthless securities, and given a 
five years’ sentence. 

After a period of twenty months the circuit court of appeals has just 
handed down a decision adverse to Walsh’s motion for new trial, and the 
decision finds Walsh “attending to routine business,” and “planning the 
hardest kind of a fight before the United States supreme court.” 

Both men were evidently guilty and pronounced so after fair and hard- 
fought trial; their crimes were of the worst sort, in that they caused losses 
and suffering to innocent hundreds, whereas the act of the pickpocket or 
the “stick-up” man may affect but one. 

What a spectacle is thus made of justice! 

Here is the evidence, vivid and concrete, of the righteousness of Presi- 
dent Taft’s criticism of the courts. | 

If federal judges have not now the power under the law tg expedite 
their decisions in such cases as these, congress should not delay in giving 
it to them, and, at the same time, making such action mandatory. .- 

It is time that this rank injustice to the whole American public should 
cease. 
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SUPPRESSION OF COTTON GAMBLING. 


One reason advanced for the proposed curtailment of cotton goods pro- 
duction on the part of the mills is that it will prove an effective weapon 
of attack upon the cotton gambler and his manipulation of the market. 

This view would appear to be based upon the presumption that there 
is something artificial about the present price of the raw material, whereas 
the facts are that conditions of supply and demand are such that the price 
has advanced and will continue to advance, in spite of speculative effort 
to retard it. 

It really doesn’t matter much to the cotton gambler whether the price 
of cotton be high or low; whatever the value of the staple based on condi- 
tions of demand and supply, his game is to manipulate the market to his 
own advantage. He is dealing, not in a product, but in figures upon a 
blackboard. From any standpoint his influence is pernicious. 

It is difficult to see, therefore, how curtailment of production in the 
manvfactured product could in any way affect the gambler. 

The only way successfully to fight the cotton gambler is by legislation 
which will effectively put him out of business. 

And <when the demand for that legislation becomes of sufficient force 


and volume, it will no longer fall upon deaf or inattentive ears. 


In its issue for October, The Textile World Record, of Boston, says: 


The way to end gambling in cotton is not for manufacturers to 
engage in an unequal contest with the gamblers, but for all branches 
of the trade—cotton growing, manufacturing and trading—to or- 
ganize for the elimination of the evil, and then accomplish their 
object by a patient and scientific investigation and an international 
organization for applying the effective remedy. Preliminary steps in 
this direction were taken at the Atlanta Cotton Conferenee in 1907. 
The responsibility for the failure to find and apply the remedy rests 
now on those organizations, chief among which:'is the European 
Cotton Federation, which blocked the execution of the Atlanta plan 
to organize a permanent international cotton committee. With the 
sentiment of the world’s cotton trade crystallized in favor of a 
remedy for the evils of cotton gambling, no country would refuse 
to enforce it through effective laws. 

Whatever may be the action directed against gambling in cotton 
a union with foreign manufacturers to bring about § international 
short time cannot be safely adopted by Americans. The peculiar 
conditions prevailing in this country forbid it, and the only safe 
course for American manufacturers is to adjust the running time of 
their mills to conform to American conditions. 


The foregoing well expresses the situation as to cotton gambling. 
The producer is everywhere strong in opposition to the evil; he never 


fails to take advantage of an opportunity to denounce it; he has appointed 
numerous committees to demand remedy and redress, but as yet the achieve- 
ment has not reached much beyond the suppression of the bucket-shop in 
most of the cotton producing states. 


If the cotton manufacturer would take equally strong stand, aligning 
himself in this matter with the producer, it cannot be doubted that elimi- 


nation of the gambling evil would come in short order. 


It is known, of course, that the manufacturer opposes the gambling ele- 
ment, but for some reason, perhaps growing out of difference of opinion 


as to method, manufacturer and producer have neyer been able to get close 


together and make common cause in this fight. 

That is what they must do, if they are to succeed, and what. sooner 
or later, they undoubtedly will do. r 

It is, of course, unfortunate that the first decisive step could not have 
been taken at the Atlanta conference in 1907. 

But it will come and, it is to be hoped, speedily. 


SHOWING THEM HOW IT IS DONE. 


Those western Farmers’ Union presidents from Texas, Oklahoma, Arkan- 
sas, Louisiana and other states in that section, who have just completed 
gn automobile tour of some of the New England roads, have gone home 
captivated by the important results they saw there attained through the 
splendid highway construction in the rural districts, tor which the “down 
east” states are famous. 

Chairman B. F. Yoakum, of the executive committee of the Rock Island- 
Frisco lines,.was the host upon this trip, which constituted a new departure 
in illustration and demonstration of the value of practical road building. 

There are few more far-seeing or practical railroad men in the United 
States than Mr. Yoakum, who, in a sense, views the farmer and the railroad 
as a copartnership wherein interests, particularly with regard to facilities 
for transportation, are mutual.

These are the sort of roads which the western Farmers’ Union presidents 
saw in New England, and the sight at once created a aesire for the same 
advantages and facilities in their home states. 

It is this class of roads that Georgia is building today, ard every mile 
constructed fixes that much more firmly the determination of the pecjle 
it serves to continue the good work. 

Counties which this year failed to take the convicts offered by the state 
for road construction are already regretting their mistaken judgment: the 
demand for convicts next year will, undoubtedly, far exceed the supply. 

The advantages of the improved road need but tu be seen and felt; 
then the germ gets to work. 

It cannot be doubted that the automobile trip which the westerners took 
over the New ngland roads will be productive of important results, oofh 
to the farmers of that section and, incidentally, to the railroad whose prac- 
t’'cal official engineered the trip.

FRANCHISE TAX FOUGHT 
BY THE WESTERN UNION 


The Arbitrators Spent Several 
Hours Without Reaching 
Any Decision. 


The arbitrators in the Western 
Union Telegraph Company tax case 
discussed and wrangled over the vari- 
ous points at issue for several hours 
yesterday, but reached no agreement. 
They . will, meet again today and Con- 
clude their work. 

The question submitted to arbitra- 
tion is as 
Union Company owes the State of 
Georgia any franchise tax for 1907 and 
1908, or whether it is exempt from 
such taxation by virture of an act of 
congress passed in 1866. 

The State claims that the company 
derives its right to do business, charge 
tolls, exercise the right of eminent 
domain, string its wires and maintain 
its lines, by reason of its incorporation 
under the laws of New York. That as 
a New York corporation doing business 
in Georgia, it is subject to pay a fran- 
chise tax in this state as any other 
public service corporation. 

The Western Union Company admits 
its willingness to pay taxes on all its 
tangible property, but denies that its 
franchise is taxable in Georgia. It 
claims that the act of congress of 1866 
actually conferred a franchise. This is 


‘the same point the company is making 


in the case now pending in the United 
States court. In the meantime about 
$30,000 in taxes claimed by the state is 
tied up, being franchise taxes for 1907 
and 1908. The company has paid its 
ad voelorem taxes for those years and 
returned its taxes for 1909.

“Statements have been made relative 
to the ‘enormous stocke of cotton car- 
ried over,’ ete., but the carry-over as 
shown by the following figures for 
September 1, 1908, an@ September 1, 
1909, was but normal. 

“Spinners’ stocks in Great Britain on 
September 1, 1909, were 202,000 bales, 
277,000 bales on September 
1 a@ year ago, or an actual shortage 
of 75,000 bales this year as compared 
with last. 


“Spinners’ stocks on the continent of 
Europe September 1, 1909, aggregated 
1,324,000 bales, against 1,187,000 Sep- 
tember.1a year ago. This is an ac- 
tua] increase of 137,000 bales, making 
the increase in foreign stocks Septem- 
ber 1, 1909, over September 1, 1908, of 
62,000 bales, or enough to run the con- 
tinent mills three days, or enough to 
run the English milis five days. The 
English milis used 80,000 bales per 
week during August, 1909, and 606,000 
bales during August, 1908. The con- 
tinental mills used 110,000 bales per 
week during August, 1909 and 1908. The 
total weekly comsumption abroad dur- 
ing August, 1909, was 190,000 bales, 
against 172,000 during August, 1908.”

REVIEW OF COTTON 
AND OTHER MARKETS 


New York, October 8.—COTTON— 
There is a struggle for possession of 
the market in which, thus far this 
season, the bulls have had the advan- 
tage. It has been nip and tuck here 
during the. past week. On the one 
hand, big receipts; however, hedge 
selling by the south and some decline 
in spot markets have militated against 
a rise in “futures.” On the other 
hand, the exports are enormous, eX+ 
ceeding those of last year thus far; 
some cotton goods have advanced in 
price; American spinners who had beén 


000,000 bales with the logical 


holding aloof for’ some _. time have 
bought more freely and of late there 
having been fears that another tropi- 
cal storm might strike Mississippi val-+ 
ley and probably bring with it the first | 
killing frost of the season. This ques- 
whose 
importance it would be hard to exag- 
gerate. Sometimes it comes in the 
second week. of. October, and some- 
times not until the last week in that 
month, and in some parts not until 
the second week of November. In 
1906, howeer, it happened in parts of 
Tennessee, Mississippi, Georgia and the 
Carolinas on October 11 and October 
12. During the past month and a half, 
however, the weather conditions on 
the whole have been exceptionally 
favorable, so much so that picking has 
been wnusally active and so*has the 
marketing of the crop, especially at 
$60@$65 a bale, has been strong in- 
centive for the farmer to sell as fast 
as possible. The big movement and 
the heavy selling by the south against 
the actual cotton, and the unsually 
high prices for this time of the year, 
have been stumbling blocks to many 
who might otherwise’ have felt dis- 
posed to push things on the bull side. 
In East India, the crop prospects are 
good. In Philadelphia, yarns have been 
dull and sharp breaks in the stock 
market have not been without a cer- 
tain moral effect. But it is impossible 
to disguise the fact that Europe has 
gone ahead and bought with a free 
hand, despite the unusual dearness of 
the price. 

European exporters and spinners | 
have evidently been alarmed by the 
crop reports from Washington. The 
latest was that of last Monday, which 
put the condtion at 58.5 per cent, as 
against a tén-year average of October 
of 67 per cent. Thig offset the fact

was about the same in quantity as that 
for the same period last season on the 
high record crop. The market had 
evidently become overbought and for 
a time prices sagged under the weight 
of very heavy liquidation. Moreover 
so far as figures go, the bulis will get 
no further help from the government 
reports until the December crop esti- 
mate appears. Meantime, however, 
they argue that it is a mere question 
of supply and demand. They believe 
that the-crop is not over 11,000,000 to 
11,500,000 bales at the most, while they 
look for a consumption well over 13,- 
results, 
as they conceive of very much higher 
prices before the end of the season. 
Bears predict 12,500,000 bales added to 
1,400,000 bales carried over from last 
season. 

The question for the future to deter- 
mine is whether the effects of a short 
or moderate crop will or will not be 
neutralized by curtailment of produc- 
ti which some American and foreign 
spinners are now beginning to threat- 
en and which bull leaders are treat- 
ing as mere buncombe. The southern 
farmer, it.is claimed, is unusually well 
off, owing to the big prices he is get- 
ting for cotton and cotton seed, and 
if prices are reduced, will resort to a 
holding-back campaign, as they did 
some vears ago. As the case stands, 
it is a season that seems likely to be 
crowded with events of more than 
usual interest. Today a moderate de- 
cline was due to a report that spin- 
ners, in session at Chaslotte, N. C., 
had unanimously recommended cur- 
tailment of production, raiding by lo- 
cal bears and scattered liquidation. 

SUGAR—lIn sugar trade circles the 
common complaint is poor business, 
though this is only to be expected at 
the conclusion of the active campaign, 
gince refiners are now practically de- 
pendent upon contiguous territory, 
rather than on the entire section east 
of the Mississippi. While nominally 
asking 4.85 cents, sellers of beets at 
10 points less are reported in evidence. 
With raw sugar selling at 4.235 cents, 
the margin is so small as to preclude 
much profit. Receipts of” raw sugar 
have nearly equaled the meltings the 
past week. The reports here from 
Louisiana are promising for a good 
cane crop, and, if necessary, recourse 
can be had later in the year to that 
section for supplies. Michigan plants 
have started glicing beets.
